^There is thought to be but little doubt 
that the surveying corps is in the em­ 
ploy of the Missouri River and Gulf. 
The same company has several corps 
in the field in Missouri and Kansas. 
The Missouri River and Gulf was char 
tered in August. The purpose is to 
build a line from Kansas City to Den­ 
ison, from Lehigh, I. T. to Shreveport 


and a branch line to Joplin, Mo. 
The Kansas City-Denison line 
will 
give the Harriman interests a straight 
connecting line 
between the Union 
Pacific and the Southern Pacific. 
The 
Missouri River and Gulf will connect 
lere with the Houston and Texas Cen­ 
tral, which is a part of the Southern 
Pacific system. 
There has been considerable talk that 
Harriman, in furthering his Kansas 
City Denison 
line, would absorb the 
Missouri Oklahoma and Gulf, which 
has a line constructed from Wagoner, 
to Dustin, I. T.

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The Bald Eagle. 
King of American Birds 


Holds Peculiar Interest Because It Stands as the National 
Emblem of United States. 
Cr 


W herever eag^ps occur 
commonly j 
they are among the best known of J 
birds. 
They appear frequently in the j 
language and legends of ancient peo­ 
ples, and often have been chosen as 
national em blem s, since for size, pow­ 
erful flight and tierce 
nature 
they 
have been celebrated 
from 
earliest 
historic tim es. 
Though found in al­ 
m ost every quarter of 
the 
globe— 
North America, South America, 
Eu­ 
rope. Asia. Africa, Australia, and the 
E ast India islands—they are most nu­ 
m erous in Europe. Asia and Africa. 
North America possesses but four spe­ 
cies. only two of which—the golden 
eagle and the bald eagle—are of gen­ 
eral distribution and thus of particu­ 
lar econom ic interest in this region. 
The bald eagle, otherw ise variously 
called white-headed eagle, white-head­ 
ed sea eagle, and bird of W ashington, 
Is of particular interest to Americans 
as the national emblem of the United 
States, to which dignity it was ele­ 
vated on June 20. 1782. 
The name 
?b&U!’ eagle, by which the species is 
alm ost universally known, originated 
from the white head wand the erron­ 
eous im pression of loudness it gives 
at a distance. 
This bird m easures about three or 
three and one-half feet in length, from 
six to eight feet in extent of wings, 
and weighs from six to 12 pounds.

T he bald eagle inhabits nearly the 
w’hole of N orth America, from n orth­ 
e rn Mexico and Florida north to Un- 
g a v a and the Anderson river, w est to 
th e m ainland of Alaska, the Aleutian 
(islands and the Com m ander islands, 
K am chatka. 
U nder 
m ost 
circum stances 
wary 
e n d difficult of approach, with an eye 
open for danger and giving suspected 
th in g s a wide berth, this eagle, never­ 
theless, w here not molested, is often 
teurprisingly tam e a n d / unsuspicious. 
U nprovoked it rarely S ta c k s man, al­ 
though such instances have been re- 
iported. 
It prefers tree for w atching 
and roosting, but in spring som etimes 
descends to ride th e cakes of ice in 
th e river, apparently looking for fish. 
Though not a gregarious species, it 
m ay at tim es be seen in com panies of 
as m any as ten or &wn 15 individuals. 
It. is evidently not lacking in conjugal 
affection, and the first m ating results 
in an alliance, defensive and offensive, 
th a t is believed to last as long as both 
survive; but when one of a pair dies 
th e other, male or female, soon se­ 
cures another partner th a t a t once 
assum es the responsibilities 
of 
the 
(interrupted household. 
The notes of 
th e eagle are few, usually produced in 
a loud, h arsh scream. 
The flight is powerful, capable of 
b ein g ,indefinitely sustained and is ac- 
confplished now by steady wing beats, 
now by soaring either 
on 
a 
level 
course or in great ascending 
circles, 
as is the habit of m ost large birds of 
prey. 
The bird occasionally m akes a 
plunge from a great height, a m arvel­ 
ou s feat performed with such velocity 
th at the eye can scarcely follow the 
descent. 
In strength, the bald eagle 
is hardly less 
remarkable 
than 
in 
power of flight, and it has been known 
to carry a lamb five m iles fully equal 
to Its own weight. 
It can readily be 
kept in confinement, for it will thrive 
on any kind of m eat or flab, and it

its destruction of such m ore or less 
noxious m am m als as opossums, rac­ 
coons, ground squirrels, prairie dogs, 
rabbits, rats and mice. 
The com plaints lodged against this 
eagle for the destruction of poultry !

such as pigs and sheep, seem to come I 
largely from the southeastern U nited j 
States; in localities w here the bird is

rather numerous, where other food Is 
at tim es scarce, and where the do­ 
m esticated anim als are easy of ac­ 
cess; but the total amount of 
this 
damage is, com paratively 
speaking, 
not great. 
The bald eagle is, more­ 
over, alm ost everywhere som ewhat of 
a scavenger, a trait that should be 
set down to its credit. 
All things 
considered, 
the 
bald 
eagle is rather more beneficial than 
otherwise, since much of its food is 
of little or no direet econom ic value, 
while the good it does more than com­ 
pensates for its obnoxious deeds; and 
furthermore it seem s not likely ever 
to become abundant enough in any 
locality to be seriously destructive.

For a country house or a corner 
lot in a village this house plan is very 
appropriate. 
It often happens 
that 
the parlor and the spare bedroom are 
very little used, but the fam ily is not 
satisfied 
without suitable 
provision 
for a visitor, and they appreciate a 
good, com fortable parlor when occa­ 
sion requires, but it is not necessary 
to have these rooms heated at all 
tim es during the winter. 
This plan 
provides for a cozy com pact house of 
six rooms with two store rooms with­ 
out counting the parlor 
and spare 
bedroom. 
In this way it is easy to 
econom ize on fuel and still have all 
the com forts of a warm, well 
ar­ 
ranged house. 
For a summer house 
the plan is com plete. 
There is plen­ 
ty of room and a great opportunity 
for ventilation. 
The specifications call for a screen 
over the opening to the cold air duct 
which furnishes the air to the fur­ 
nace, but the owner is supposed to 
see that screens are made for every 
window and every door. 
Good wire 
screens have received a great deal of 
attention in the United States of late. 
Twenty-five years ago it wTas com ­ 
mon to see 
cotton 
m osquito 
bar 
lacked up to the windows, then wire 
netting commenced 
to be m anufac­ 
tured, but the quality was so poor 
that it soon rusted. 
Im provem ents in 
manufacturing, however, 
have 
pro­ 
duced a wire screen that is thorough­ 
ly satisfactory, even in salt water air. 
The advantages and com forts of a 
house screened from insect pests are 
being recognized by physicians 
in 
England as well as here, and they are 
working to educate the people to the 
fact th a t th e com m on house fly is a 


are and roost there, w aiting fi.41* an 
opportunity. 
W hen they get in th e 
house they are in a trap and don’t* 
know how 
to 
get 
out, 
and 
they 
wouldn’t go out if they did. Too often 
openings are left at the 
sides 
or 
corners of screens that 
are 
large 
enough to let the flies crawl through, 
then garbage and other loud sm elling 
m aterial is left about to draw flies.

D arken every room in th e 
house except one, and the flies will 
all be found in the light room.

insects th a t you know have ju st com e

agreeable. 
The plan provides for a 
splendid cellar, and the way down to 
piite common with som e folks, and 
thia gives an opportunity for flies to 
dodge in.

T here are alw ays things to put aw ay 
in the spring th a t are not w anted un­ 
til winter, and there are other things 
to put aw ay in the fall th a t are not 
w anted until spring. 
It is unusual to 
find a house with accom m odations for 
this kind of stuff. 
Some of it is not 
w orth very much, but it is too good 
to throw away, and some of it is too 
valuable to put in the attic or cellar, 
and this 
arran g e m e n t 
provides 
a 
splendid place for it. 
A woman can take a great deal of 
in terest in fixing up a house like this, 
because she has som ething to work 
in. 
It is big enough, it is light and 
airy, and it looks well from the out­ 
side. 
If it is placed in a pleasant 
neighborhood, the view’ through the 
the cellar from the kitchen is 
the 
m ost convenient arran g e m e n t yet de­ 
vised. 
The 12 by 15 cellar extension 
in the front m akes the very best cold 
storage for fruit and 
vegetables, a 
feature th a t is thoroughly appreciated 
by fo reh an d ed housewives who un­ 
derstand how to buy in quantities for 
half the money and how’ to have a 
supply on hand for weeks and m onths 
ahead. 
Such m anagem ent saves not 
only money, but tim e and labor, be­ 
cause there Is less running to get the 
necessary supplies at th e last m inute.
